The Ref. 3970 is now considered a classic by 
collectors, following in the footsteps of its 
predecessors Ref. 7578, Ref. 2499, and Ref. 
2499/100. 

The Series: 

One can distinguish three series in the production 
of Ref. 3970. A "series" is defined by variations in 
case designs or features, whereas dials are desig- 
nated as being "first generation", "second gener- 
ation", and so on. As a general rule, the Ref. 3970 
was produced in 18K white, rose, yellow gold, and 
platinum, with platinum being the rarest variation, 
therefore always the most sought-after. 

The first series of Ref. 3970 featured the 36 mm. case with a snap-on 
case back. This particular model should be considered extremely 
rare since it was produced in fewer than 100 examples from 1986. 
The second series of Ref. 3970 also featured the 36 mm. case, but 
with a solid screwed back. After the second series, Patek Philippe 
introduced the Ref. 3971, similar in design to the 3970 but with a 
sapphire crystal display screwed back. The company also received 
many special order requests to make the 3970 with an additional 
sapphire crystal display screwed back. 

The third series is known as Ref. 3970E (E stands for etanche 
which means waterproof) and was housed in the same 36 mm. 
case. Because of numerous special order requests, Patek Philippe 
took the opportunity to supply the 3970E with both a solid gold 
screwed back and a sapphire crystal display screw back. This is 
probably the most common of the three series. 
The earliest examples of the first series of Ref. 3970/2 with 36 
mm. case featured a gold bracelet fixed to the traditional case; 




subsequently an integrated bracelet was 
used. A small number of early Ref. 3970/2 
watches were sold with a solid snap back. 
Such watches should be considered excep- 
tionally rare. The remainder of Ref. 3970/2 will 
be encountered with the more common screw 
back. Finally, in the first and second series, the 
watches were generally sold with tang buckles, 
whereas in the third series (Ref. 3970E), after 1997, 
deployant buckle was added. 

Dials: 

when Ref. 3970 was first introduced, Patek Philippe 
would occasionally accommodate a special 
customer's request to order a custom dial. This often took 
place after the sale was concluded and resulted in some inter- 
esting and extremely rare case/dial combinations. As time went 
on, it became increasingly rare for the company to accommodate 
requests for special dials. Consequently, any interesting or unusual 
dial variation can add tremendously to the value of the watch. 
The two generations of standard dials: 

The first generation dial of these references was offered in two-tone 
si'Jver (very subtle) with baton markers. Generally speaking, the 
printing is lighter on earlier dials, and tfie numbers on the date 
wheel feature a serif font. The dials may be described as satine or 
opaline silver. 

The second generation dial is silver (not two-tone as in the first 
generation) and features the same baton markers, but the font 
used on the dial will be slightly different, and the date wheel 
will be without serif. The third generation dial is silver, but with 
darker printing and triangular markers. The platinum and 18K 
white gold Ref. 3970s were also available with a black dial, and/ 
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or diamond markers or white gold/ 
platinum indices (the latter being 
much rarer). 

There are a very small number of Ref. 3970s 
in 18K yellow gold with silver diamond-set 
dials; such watches are extremely rare. 
Patek is also known to have produced 
diamond dials in both salmon and white. 
Again, it is exceptionaly rare to find a 
Ref. 3970 with a custom dial. 

Hands: 

During production of the hands of the 
watch changed slightly, the earlier models 
(first generation) having leaf hands, 
whereas later models (second generation) 
had baton hands. It is not known when 
this change took place. One extremely 
rare variation has been seen with luminous 
dauphine hands. 
Movements: 

Ref. 3970 was fitted with the 27-70 caliber 
throughout its entire production. Although 
there are no variations in the caliber itself, 
the number system did change during the 
mid 1990s, when it went from a six-digit 
serial number beginning with 875 to 
a seven digit serial number beginning 
with 304. 

In 2005, Reference 3970 was replaced 
by Reference 5970 in the Patek Philippe 
catalogue.

The following 3 examples of Jaeger LeCoultre wristwatches represent the pinnacle of watchmaking technology by the 
company and were originally sold as a set named "Hybris Mecanique. " 

This is the first time any of the models have been offered for auction in a white gold case and this is the first Triptyque 
example to be appear at auction. Versions of the highly complex and desirable Gyrotourbillon 1, 2 and Triptyque within 
a white gold case were only manufactured and available to purchase as a set of all three. Released in an edition of 20 
sets in 2009 each watch has remained stored in a safe by a private collector and offered in excellent 'as new' condition. 
The following three lots represent perhaps a unique opportunity to purchase the respective models in white gold individually. 




The "Gyrotourbillon 1 " is probably the most 

we!! proportioned tourbillon wristwatch ever 

made, and the most elegant in operation. 

It was produced by watchmaker Eric Coudray 

and designer Magali Metralller. This watch 

is a tour de force of watchmaking and 

contains 600 individual parts. Instead of jointly 

providing power in direct connection with the 

center wheel as in most two-barrel watches, the 

Gyrotourbillon barrels actually transmit power via the 

first to the second wheel in a linear fashion, to provide greater 

and more regular power. The barrels are capped with sapphire 

crystal to reduce friction and allow viewing of the mainsprings. 

This watch also has a true equation of time mechanism, a very 

unusual feature in a wristwatch. Three new patent mechanisms 

are incorporated in this watch: 

The Spherical Tourbillon The caliber 177 is a dual-axis 

tourbillon of extremely lightweight construction, weighing only 

0.035 grams, due to the outer cage's being machined from 

aviation-grade aluminium and the inner one from titanium. 



The outer cage rotates at a speed of one revolution 
per 60 seconds and the inner one at a rate of 24 
seconds or 2.5 times per minute, resulting in an 
extremely graceful display and allowing full visibility 
of the gold balance. 

Double Retrograde Date This intriguing and 
exciting mechanism works in an ingenious manner:

Introduced to celebrate the 75th anniversary of the Reverso in 2006, the Triptyque required a team of technicians, engineers, designers 
and watchmakers over six years to develop. With 19 complications displayed over three-dials within a reversible case it was a world- 
first and gained accolade as a suitable milestone for the anniversary. 

Five patents were sought for the various mechanisms including a new detached-lever (ellipse isometer) tourbillion within a titanium 
carnage. Altogether the movement consists of 642 parts with a height of 7.5 mm providing a 48-hour power reserve. The astro- 
nomical sky-chart could be requested as either a northern or southern hemisphere with the sunrise and sunset times calculated to 
the owners' location. The example offered is currently fitted with a northern hemisphere sky and calculated to Houston, Texas. The 
massive case in white gold is fitted with a sliding lock to prevent accidental movement.

The Maharaja's full title was: Lieut-Gen. H. II. Farzand-i-lkhas-i- Daulat-i-lnglishia, Mansure-i-Zaman, Amir-it-Umra, Maharaja Dhiraj Raj Rajeshwar 
Shree, Maharaja-i-Rajgan Maharaja Sir Bhupindra Singh, Mohinder Bahadur, Yacht Vanshavatans Bhatti Ku! Bhushan, Maharaja Dhiraj of Patiala, 
G.C.S.I., G.C.V.O., G.B.E. He was ruling Prince of Patiala State from 1891 to 1938. The Princely State of Patiala is in the Punjab, in N. W. India, and 
was the largest Sikh State. The British occupied Punjab in 1 849 and later designated it a province. The Maharaja of Patiala appreciated precious 
objects, jewelry and of course watches. From about 1925 he is known to have been one of the great clients of Cartier and indeed commissioned 
Carrier to remodel his crown jewels, probably the biggest commission of all time in terms of quality and quantity. In 1929, before consigning the 
elegant re-workings to the Moil Bagh Palace in Patiala, Cartier organized a splendid exhibition of the Maharaja's jewels, in Pahs, at the rue de la 
Paix, which attracted wide publicity. As mentioned in an article in the Antiquarian Horologe issue of December 1 984, p. 156, the Maharaja had 
many interests among which "shooting, cricket, polo and motoring, and he was one of the first in India to have an automob/ie, a French DcDion 
Bouton in 1898. He was also the first Indian prince to have a 20 h.p. Rolls Royce; (1922 Barker Tourer on a chassis 4'2 G2) Nine further examples 
of this model were added to his collection which at one time totaled thirty eight Rolls Royce cars. 

Pocket watches of this complexity and quality are very rare to find from the London Royal Jewlellers Garrard & Co. Considering the combined 
aspects of a luminous dial and chronograph tachometer scaled from *15 70mph over a Va mile distance, it can be reasonably be assumed this 
was specially ordered by the Maharaja with these characteristics in 1 924 for his personal use and later gifted in 1 936 when pocket watches were 
considered unfashionable.

Similarities can instantly be drawn to the 
Patek Philippe world-time references of

With the assistance of the Antiquorum Grading System, clients will have immediate answers to their questions regarding the condition of 
each lot, and will no longer need to find the time to request condition reports. In addition, with the Experts' Overall Opinion, clients will 
benefit from the advice of Antiquorum's experts as each lot is given a grade based on its overall appreciation. 

Although every effort has been made to remain objective, clients are nonetheless advised that any grading or condition report will, of 
necessity, be subjective. 

Clients are reminded that all statements made in the Antiquorum Grading System, in the Experts' Overall Opinion or in any other condition 
report for any lot, are provided for information only and should not be considered as a guarantee of any sort.

GRADING SYSTEM GUIDE 

The lots described in this catalogue have been carefully examined and valued by Antiquorum's experts and watchmakers, taking into 
consideration the aesthetic, historical and technical interest, age and rarity, as well as the technology available at the time of production of 
each timepiece. 

For such judgment to be as objective as possible, it must rest on a number of criteria, particularly with regards to the age of a lot. Indeed, a 
wristwatch of less than 50 years old cannot be judged with the same criteria as a Renaissance watch. This is the reason why some of the 
gradings will only qualify for certain types of watches and will never be used for others. 

For example, if, as a general rule, watches can be attributed gradings from 1 to 4 for the case, the dial and the movement, watches of less 
than 100 years old can be given grading 1 (as new), 3 (in very good condition), or 4 (in good condition). The latter, (grading A), will be 
followed by one or more grading numbers to justify why the lot cannot be considered "in very good condition". On the other hand, watches 
over 100 years old, of similar condition, would indeed be considered as "very good" because of their age and would therefore qualify for 
grading 3. Needless to say, watches over 100 years old, even in the best state of conservation for their age, are unlikely to ever be considered 
"as new" and would therefore never be eligible for grading 1; for this reason, we have introduced grading 2 (in perfect condition). 

At the end of each lot description, before the estimate, you will find a condition report box, with letters and numbers, divided into 3 sections: 
these are the grades given to the lot with reference to the condition of its case, its dial and hands, and its movement. 

To understand the grades shown in the condition report box, consult the Antiquorum Grading System as follows: 

C for the case, followed by one or more numbers = condition of case 

D for the dial (& hands), followed by one or more numbers = condition of dial & hands 

M for the movement, followed by one or more numbers = condition of movement 

Next to this condition report box, is an experts' grading box featuring one letter, from *\, to B, as an overall grade. This overall grade is the 
opinion of Antiquorum's experts, as a global appreciation of the lot, based on its general condition, quality, technical and historical interest, 
age and rarity. On this basis, It must be understood that a very early timepiece, a prototype or a watch featuring a rare escapement, although 
it may be in a mediocre state of conservation, even re-cased or lacking its dial, can qualify for gradings AAA or even «t,.
